GENTLEMEN,—In submitting the accounts of the 
Quarter, ending March Sth, 1850, we feel « pleasure 
in stating, that the Secretary had kept the same ina 
clear and satisfactory way. We have gone through 
every department of the Printing Office, Examiner, 
and of the Emigration Suciety’s accounts, and find, 
that although we have had much to contend with, the 
society is in a state of general prosperity. In referring 
to the balance sheet of the Printing Establishment, you 
will find upwards of £47 has been paid over to the 
Society’s Funds during the present quarter; a fact 
which proves we are not beating a retrogeade, and which 
we doubt not, will be a source of gratifieation to every 
member of the society. You will observe the reference 
to the item relating to the balance brought forward, 
and which is explained at the heel of the accounts re- 
ceived. We would also here remark several items, 


‘ which, to us, at first sight, appear enormous, until ex- 


plained ; such as Messrs. Evans and Twigg’s route. 
This we found, upon investigation, had occupied a space 
of near nine weeks of a tour through England and Scot- 
land; we were also informed that those accounts had 
been strictly scrutinized by the Executive before they 
were allowed. The payment of the expenses of the 
Delegate Meeting also forms another large item in the 
expenditure of the present quarter; this, of course, 
was unavoidable, and we are led to believe, that the 
deliberations of the Delegates will prove both bene- 
ficial and satisfactory to the soviety at large, while this 
item of outlay will be refunded in extra payments by 
the members. You will also perceive a considerable 
draw has been made upon the funds of the society, by 
several parties who were anxious to leave this country 
with Mr. Twigg—individuals who have purchased up 
all the shares they could possibly get, to assist them in 
their passage, &c. Of course this expenditure could 
not be avoided, as all such purchases come within the 
influence of the General Laws. On the whole, your 
auditors consider the finances of the society to be in a 
satisfactory condition, but nevertheless would strongly 
urge upon the members the absolute necessity of 
making every effort to realize the requisite amount 
of funds to meet the necessities of the Estates in the 
Far West.

TO THE 
HOLLOW-WARE PRESSERS GENERALLY. 


Fellow Workmen,—We, the members of the Black 
Lion Lodge, congratulate you on your recent success 
in advancing the price of Potting Industry in these 
districts. You have displayed, in your recent victories, 
the great and important advantages that the Emigration 
Movement of the trade has placed within your grasp. 
You feel that the number removed from the branch, 
has given you the power to command a price for your 
labour, of which, some few years back, you did notdream. 
And yet there are those amongst you that condemn the 
very source from whence your power and improved 
price alone eminate. 

Fellow Workmen, we have watched—anxiously watched 
the proceedings of your trade for the last six years. 
Experience of the past had taught us, that, to proceed on 
the old policy of ‘‘ turnouts’ was but a hazardous and 
imperfect way of improving the condition of our trade. 
Every intelligent mind saw that the combined pence of 
working men, when applied to the support of unpro- 
ductive turnouts, must end in defeat, when syste- 
matically opposed by a combination of their employers. 
Our experience had bitterly taught us this in the Gene- 
ral Turnout of our trade. Backed by the working men 
of England, we failed in that great struggle ; and, as a 
consequence, Proscription and Starvation were entailed 
on your leaders. Funds that might have built up cities 
in the far west of America, giving competency and full 
political liberty to thousands of your trade, and open- 
ing to the poor of all countries, a way to landed inde- 
pendence, were sunk,—squandered,—worse then wasted 
in the short space of twenty weeks. What had been 
similarly expended in years ing, few can cal- 
culate; and yet with all this mditure of money, 
the trade has been gradually sinking ;—privilege after 
privilege has passed away—the count and size of ware 
have been altered to you disadvantage; your do not now 
receive£5 or £10 earnestat Martinmas; and that wicked 
and oppressive system, ‘‘ Good from Oven,” is still 
rankling in the very cure of your existence. How comes 
this? The answer is plain—You have out-grown your 
workshops, and stand in each other’s way. In other 


~ words, the supply of labour exceeds the demand. 


You felt this five years ago. You had, then, in the 
whole potting trade, including all branches, some siz 











hundred men out of employ. Your own good sense 
told you, that, to risk your funds in strikes at that 
pericd, would be worse than madness, for many hun- 
gty men and starving families were prepared to work 
at any price. Starvation levels all distinctions, and 


the hungry man knows no restraint. sine this ;— 


you felt, that, should you again adop d system of 
turnouts, you would have to contend large num- 
ber of unemployed men, over whom you had not the 
slightest control. Hence your desire for something 
practical, tangible, and lasting, to give power and effi- 
ciency to your trade’s proceedings. That desire was 
gratified in the origination and establishment of the 
Potters’ Joint-Stock EMIGRATION SociETY AND 
Savines’ Funp. In it, yousaw a means of permament 
improvement,—aye ! of self-redemption! and, like mer, 
prepared for the work. The Pressers,—the Old Black 
Lion Lodge took a lead in the work. And what, let us 
ask, has been the result of your labours? Pause ere 
you answer, and let your reply not come from Faction, 
but from Conviction. Have the Potters’ Emigration 
Society been enabled to remove a portion of your sur- 
plus hands ?—~and to what extent? Have they not in- 
deed by their wise and practical proceedings given you 
that power which you never had before? Can you not 
now boldly ask for au advance of price, without the fear 
of having some thirty unemployed men offering them- 
selves at a reduction? And where are those thirty ?— 
aye! Where are those thirty ? Go, examine the books 
of the Potters’ Emigration Society, and you will find 
the following names. They are Pressers, and many of 
them had large families. Beadshaw had two grown-up 
sons, following the busines# of your branch. Others 
the same. Were all those now in the Potteries, would 
it not be a drawback to your interest? You know it 
would, Their very presense would destroy all your 
power for good. Rejoice then, that the following 
pressers—members of the Potters’ Emigration Society 
have left their country for more free and .plenteous

these shares. This, we regret ;—deeply regret. We 
regret, it, as this forfeiture takes from us the power of 
still adding to the funds of the Emigration Society, and 
to our own branch interest. Were we selfish, our laws 
give us the power of dividing these shares amongst those 
few who have now the only legal claim. But we dis- 
pise such conduct; and once more offer you a partici- 
pation in the benefit of these shares by connecting 
yourselves with the Emigration Society, and with your 
branch proceedings. By paying for eighteen months to 
both societies, you shall again become eligible to the 
branch shares ; and we doubt not, that you and your fa- 
milies would receive the most lasting benefit by following 
such acourse. Recollect, the men who now address 
you, have paid continuously for six years. Is it then 


and when, at the same time, your payments, wil: be for 
yourselves individually, and not for the branch collec- 
tively ? Think, fellow workmen! Act, and be wise! 
Our task is now completed. We have once more 
called on you to support that cause from which all your 
power emanates. We feel, that a better, a more God- 
like cause never invited the poor of this country to manly 
exertion and to determined self-respect. The way is 
open—practical and plain. Pursue that way; and as 
surely as you claim the name of men, you shall as cer- 
tainly find for yourselves and families, plenteous homes, 
political freedom, and social independence !

LETTER FROM EMANCIPATION FERRY. 
December 23rd, 1849. 


Dear Wife and Friends,—I write, for the first time 
since my departure, to you all. I sailed from Liver- 
pool on the Monday at four o’clock, and crossed the 
Atlantic in twenty-four days. For about four days we 
were rather sick and had one storm the wind blowing 
very hard; however, altogether we had a very pleasant 
voyage, and reached Wisconsin on the 3rd November. 
We had fine weather almost all the way to Milwaukee ; 
passed Albany by the canal, crossed the lakes, aud up 
the woods 105 miles from Milwaukee. This truly ap- 
pears a beautiful healthy country; good water, and 
excellent land. Dear wife, I am quite well with a 
cheering prospect before me. It is now tweive weeks 
since I left you, half of which time I have been on the 
land, and what I now want is to have you with me. I 
have built my house and commenced falling timber 
yesterday; I have 40 acres of good land, and am now 
labouring to make, what I trust, will prove to you a 
happy home. I am at present residing with five Eng- 
lishmen, in one house; we have had plenty of bread, 
beef, and poultry, but so many coming out has pressed 
hard on the stores, which has produced dissatisfaction 
amongst some of the menbers. Thus situated, I can- 
not get proper tools or money to purchase them until I 
can get down the country; but the winter is now set 
in, and consequently little work going on. I would 
advise no person to come here entirely destitute ; if it 
is their intention to prosper, some little capital is ab- 
solutely necessary. If you receive any money from 


_ London, please to send me alittle to purchase tools 


and seeds. James is working thirty miles from here. 
There is a young man at Eden and Thaites who intends 
coming out soon; you could yack up a few seeds, such 
as turnips, onions, carrots, parsnips, also one root of 
rhubarb, and a Northern Star. Direct to Fort Winne- 
bago, near Portage, Wisconsin, North America, to the 
care of William Mountford. I will write again soon. 
I remain your affectionate husband,

~« OF AGRICULTURE. 


General Taylor never surrenders, neither his own 
honour nor the interests of those confided on him. 
He has come out, in his first message to Congress, as 
we supposed, from a slight personal acquaintance and 
some familiarity with his public and private character, 
what he would do; and in a brief, but common-sense, 
patriotic document, occupying but three c lamns of oir 


, larger city sheets, he has briefly, but clearly and mo:t 


unquestionably, set his sign manual to be a recommend- 
ation for legislative aid to the interests of agriculture. 
Hear him. 

“‘ No direct aid has been given by the general goverr- 
ment to the improvement of agriculture, except by the 
expenditures of small sums for the collection and pub- 


co | lication of agricultural statisti i 
too much to solicit you to pay for some eighteen months ; | . oman w yr gy om yg 


annalyses, which have been, thus far, paid for out of 
the patent fund. This aid is, in my opinion, wholly 
inadequate. To give to this leading branch of Ameri- 
can industry the encouragement which it merits, I re- 
spectfully recommend the establishment of an Agricul- 
tural Bureau, to be connected with the Department of 
the Interior. To elevate the social condition of the 
agriculturist, to increase his prosperity, to extend his 
means of usefulness to his country, by multip!ying his 
80 of information, should be the study of every 
statesman, and a primary object with every legislator.’’ 

For the first time since the days of Washington, we 
believe, has this subject been so directly urged up »n ory, 
national legislature. Mr. Ewing, in his report for the 
Department of the Interior, has followed up this subject 
rather more at length, as follows :— 

‘“‘ The agricultural interest stands first in importance 
in our country, and dies within itself the principal 
elements of our n wealth and power; and it 
should be with us, been, and is, with all other. 
prosperous civilized ms, a leading object of public 
care and patronage. The principal nations of Europe 
have their agricultural boards, known by various names, 
under the direction of men of high scientific attain- 


| ments, supported out of the revenues, and connected 


with the administration of the government. And to 
borrow the language of the father of his country, in his 
last annual message. ‘This species of establishment 
contributes doubly to the increase of improvement, by 
stimulating to enterprise and experiment, and by draw- 
ing to a common centre, the results everywhere, of in- 
dividual skilland observation, and spreading them thence 
over the whole nation. Experience, accordingly, has 
shown that they are very cheap instruments of immense 
national benefit,’ 

‘‘No direct aid has been extended by our govern- 
ment to agriculture, except by the yearly collection and 
publication through the Patent Office, of some agricul- 
tural experiments and statistics; and recently the an- 
alyses of some soils and vegetable productions. The 
means thus applied, though useful in their results, are 
wholly inadequate. To meet the great object fully, and 
to give this leading branch of American industry the 
aid which it so well merits, I respectfully suggest the 
establishment of an Agricultural Bureau, connected 
with this department, but seperated from the Patent 
Office. The expense would be small, compared with 
the object to be accomplished. 

“If this suggestion should meet the approbation of 
Congress, and the organization of a bureau become a 
subject of consideration, much aid may be derived from 
consulting the systems adopted by France and Belgium, 
both of which have done much towards the advance- 
ment of agriculture as a science.—Belgium, it is be- 


| lieved, has the best organized agricultural department ; 
and, partly owing to this, partly to be natural fertility 


of the soil, is the best cultivated and most highly pro- 
ductive country in Europe.’’ , 
We trust agriculture has at last reached such a point 
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of importance and:respectability in the eyes of our pub- 
lic men, that it may receive, hereafter, same part of the 
attention from those which it has so long sought n 
vain.— The American Agriculturist. 








A FEW FACTS FOR WORKING MEN, 
Cheltenham, March 14th 1850, 


Mr. Bamford ;*Dear Sir,—I am much obliged to you 
for sending me your prospectus, anc my object in wish- 
ing for the rules I will explain. I am a working man, 


in the coach making trade, and for some years have 


been paying to that society, but trade has been very 
bad, for along period; a great many menare out of 
employment and compelled, by necessity, to travel 
about the country in search of work, receiving a small 
amount of relief from the society, barely sufficient to 
keep body and soul together. The masters know from 
the applications, there is a great deal of labour in the 
market, and labour is like any other commodity ; when 
there is a glut they must have it cheaper. The men 
of course, resist the attempt to reduce their wages, 
which, in general, ends in a turn-out, and then extra 
contributions are demanded, which make many men 
feel the evil consequences, and they naturally think 
that something better is wanted than expending hun- 
dreds, I may say thousands of pounds probabl a 
strike; with these facts before them, the coach Ts 
of Cheltenham are determined, in some way, to remove 
the superabundant labour out of the market, amd place 
them in independant circumstances, while at the same 
time it will improve the condition of those that remain 
at home, by enabling them to demand, what every hon- 
est mechanic ought to have, a fair day’s wage fora 
fair day’s work. Having heard of late, a great deal of 
talk of the Potters’ Emigrati ciety, 1 thought I 
would find out where I coul formation, but per- 
haps you will be surprised, tate that I could 
not find any one in Cheltenham 6 give me the least in- 
formation, not even the news agents could give me 
your address. We have now formed a committee for 
Emigration purposes, and we intend, if possible, to 
carry our objects out, and would you be so kind as to 
forward me your Rules, to lay before the committee, I 
shall feel obliged.

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HINTS TO EMIGRANTS. 
BY THE REV. D. R. THOMASON, 
Secretary to the Philadelphia Emigrants’ Friend 
Society. 


tion I write. The following is a copy of aletter, ad- 
dressed as a circular, to the various congregations with- 
in the geographical bounds to which I have advised 
emigrants to limit themselves. 
Mr-Epiror,—In prosecuting the duties which de- 
volve on us, as Electors of the Philadelphia Emigrants’ 
- Friend Society, we are impressed with the convictions 
that the moral* and religious, no less than the secular 
interests of emigrants, ought to engage our attention. 
The class of foreigners seeking a settlement in this 
country, to whom especially we desire to extend our 
sympathy and aid, is not any one religious sect, but the 
industrious, mor d religious of all.> We shall pro- 
bably be seri in directing hither many to 
whom religious leges are even more dear than 
worldly advantages, and we should violate their wishes, 
as much as neglect their true interests, were we to 
scatter them through our wide country, and leave them 
as “sheep having no shepherd.” The possession of 
religious privileges, and the unrestrained liberty to en- 
joy them, as every than’s conscience may dictate, is the 
glory of our country; and our desire is, that our bre- 
thren from foreign lands should, to the fullest extent, 
make them their own. We wish to see them, as they 
arrive, gathered into their respective ecclesiastical folds, 
so that in things relating to religious faith and observan- 
ces, they may hold ‘‘ sweet counsel together, and walk 
to the house of God in company.” : 

Our recommendation to emigrants, generally, 4 

settle, on the one hand, as isolated families, nor 

other to form exten ive colonies; both these modes 
being, in our view, liable to objections; but we advise 
them to settle in small companies, say from ten to thirty 
families of the same religious denomination, and thus 
we wish to place them within the limits of their respec- 
tive churches, and commit them into the hands of chrie- 
tian friends, whose fellowship they will claim, and on 
whose sympathy and aid they may rely. 

The greater number of these emigrants will be agri- 
| eulturalists, and those tradesmen and mechanics whom 
an agricultural community sustains. It should be re- 
marked aiso, that the secticn of country that we deem 
most eligible for foreigners, is the southern parts of the 
State of New York, the States of New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, Deleware, and Virginia. It is pro- 
bable, also, that cleared lands, and, where price is an 
object, exhausted farms, will be preferred. 

With a view, therefore, to obtain the necessary infor- 
mation, we beg to make the following inquiries ; and we 








wish that every church of your denomination, within 
the geographical limits above mentioned, should consi- 
der itself individually addressed. 

lst. Are there within your bounds, or your vicinity, 
lands for sale, such as you can conscientiously recom- 
mend, in all respects, toemigrants? 2nd. What num- 
ber of acres are in the same track ? 3rd. What distance 
from the usual market? 4th. What facilities of con- 
veyince of produce? 5th. What is the usual price of 
produce? 6th. What is the nature uf the svil and sub- 
soil? 7th. Is the surface level, orrclling? 8th. What 
portion of it is cleared? 9th. What is the kind of tim- 
ber, and is it first or second growth ? 10th. Has the 
land been long under cultivation? 11th. Has it ever 
been limed, and how long since? 12th. How many 
bushels of corn per acre, will it produce without manure ? 
13th. Is it near to lime, marl, peat, or muck? 14th. 
How near to grist and saw mill, or site for one? 15th.

I willnow present the plan of emigration proposed

In answering these qusetions, it will not be necessary 
to write the questions, only to put the number before 
the answer. Should you be prepared to welcome the dis-

—not to contribute funds, but to act for us in the pur- 
chase of land, examining its title, surveying it, &c, and 
in making all the necessary arrangements for the recep- 
tion of its future occupants.

EXPENSES OF KEEPING FOWLS. 
From the American Fowl Breeeder. 


These vary considerably, on account of extra advan- 
tages which cannot be taken into consideration; and 
they also depend somewhat on the variety of fowls kept, 
some descriptions feeding more greedily than others. 
We append a statement of expenses, which may be ta- 
ken at a fair medium one by those who desire to asser- 
tain the rate at which fowls may be kept, under circum- 
stances independent of any extra advantage whatever. 

Mr. Howard B. Coffin, at Newton Corner, Mass., 
keeps above two hundred fowls, mostly of the breed 
known as the Chinese, none of them less than four 
months old, He has been very particular to ascertain 
the exact cost of keeping; and having to furnish all 
their food, his opportunity for calculating of expense 
has enable him to note exactly the amount. This ob- 
servation has extended over sufficient time to satisfy 
him that seventy-five cents per fowl, per annum isa fair 
estimate. 

Corn has been constantly kept within the reach of 
all, and it has been occasionally boiled. Meal has been 
given every morning, part of the time noted, mixed with 
potatoes, squash, &c. Fresh meat, tallow scraps, and 
other amimal food, has been furnished at least twice a 
week. 

The families who keep from a dozen to twenty fowls, 
and have considerable kitchen waste, or to farmers who 
are raising much stuff to feed with, the expense of courae 
would be leas. 

Mr. J. A.C. Butters, Bookseller, 19 State Street 
Boston, has also taken particular pains in caleulated 
the expenses of his stock. His observation extend over 
some eighteen months, He uses corn, whole and crush- 
ed, wheat, barley, and oats mixed. He never boils any, 
and has never fed any on potatoes. He provides a re- 
gular supply of fresh animal food, and the annual ex- 
pense per fowl is eighty cents, This, however, includes 
superior feeding. 

Mr, Butters complains of the propensities of his China 





fowl. ‘Two of them, he says, eat as much as five of the 
game fowls, which k2ep better in flesh on a smaller 
amount food. 

Colonel Jaques, and some other gentlemen to whom 
we have spoke on this point, are of opinion that a dollar 
per annum is about’ the rate of expense per fowl, and, 


| if not fed methodically, this would indeed be the average ; 


| still the above statistics are correct, and show avery 


important saving where a large number of fowls are 
kept. 
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Ta TRICK oF THE RunNERS.—During the past éun sum- 
mer a company of emigrants belonging to the Potters’ 
Association, numbering upwards of two hundred, landed 
in New York, destined for the Association’s settlement 
in Wisconsin, Arrangements had been previously 
made with a highly respectable forwarding house, to 
conyey them at the rate mentioned in our columm of 
prices, headed, ‘Without Runners”—and they were fur- 
nished with a letter to that houre. The ‘runners’, 
however, got wind of the matter, and, by an artful 
manucevre, inveigled them to another, and had them 
booked at a price almost double the amount, clearing, 
our informant says, nearlyone thousand dollars by the 
transaction.— American Citizen. 

Tue Riguts or MArgieD Women.—The following 
section of a Bill has been introduced into the New York 
Legislature : .‘‘ Any married female may take by inhe- 
ritance or by gift, grant, ‘devise, or bequest, from any 
person other than her husband, and may otherwise ac- 
quire and hold to her sole and seperate use, and convey 
and devise real and personal property, and any interest 
or estate therein, and the rents, issues, and profits 
thereof, inthe same manner, and with the like effect, 
as ifshe were unmarried, and the same shall not de 
subject to the disposal of her husband nor be liable for 
his debts. 

Captain Knight, in the course of his address at the 
temperance meeting, in New York, referring to the sub- 
ject of temperance boarding-houses for emigrants said, 
“TI have brought more emigrants to the country than 
any other man in America,” adding with the blunt 
honesty characteristic of the sailor, “I don’t ‘know 
whether you like me better or worse for that, and I 
don’t care whether you do or not.”
